Urges Amendment 
To Income Tax Law 

McConnell Bill Would 
Benefit Volunteer 
Fire Companies 



Contributions to volunteer fire 
companies may be deducted in in- 
come tax returns if an amendr 
ment to the Federal internal rev- 
enue laws, introduced by Samuel 
K. McConnell. Jr.. Montgomery 
County Congressman, in the 
House Monday is adopted. 

At the present time, such con- 
tributions are not permitted leg- 
ally although many persons claim 
such deductions under the impres- 
sion that they are deductible. 

Congressman McConnell's 
amendment, which was referred 
to the House Ways and Means 
Committee, would be effective be- 
ginning January 1. 1945. 

"The purpose of my amend- 
ment." McConnell said, "is to 
clarify a confusing situation and 
make contributions to volunteer 
fire companies for public purposes 
definitely deductible in income tax 
returns." 

The Bureau of Intevnal Rev- 
enue is not expected to oppose 
McConnell's measure, which it is 
believed will win support of leg- 
islators from all parts of the coun- 
try, since outside of the larger 
cities, virtually every fire com- 
pany is on a volunteer basis. 

In Montgomery County there 
are 81 volunteer fire companies 
with 15.000 members. A large 
proportion of them depend, in 
varying degree, upon contributions 
for their support. In Pennsylva- 
nia there are approximately 1800 
fire companies with 125.000 mem- 
bers. All but nine of the depart- 
ments are on a volunteer basis. 

McConnell's amendment was 
heartily endorsed by William T. 
Muldrew, president of the Mont- 
gomery County Firemen's Asso- 
ciation. 



KNOW YOUR 
STATE 



Pennsylvania's $34,000,000 pota- 
to crop in 1944 emphasizes the im- 
portance of the State's agriculture 
to our busy war industries. No- 
where else in the Union has so 
great a volume of war material 
been produced as in Pennsylva- 
nia's steel mills and factories in 
1944. To feed these busy workers 
and to supply provisions to our 
armies overseas has required re- 
doubled efforts by the nation's 
farmers. With fewer laborers in 
the field than for many years in 
the past. Pennsylvania agriculture 
has made outstanding additions 
to its production of foodstuffs. 

More than 110,000 farmers in 
Pennsylvania grow potatoes. A 
larger acreage is planted in this 
State" than in either Maine or 
Idaho. Pennsylvania grown pota- 
toes command top prices in the 
Eastern markets. Lehigh, Lancas- 
ter. Somerset. York, and North- 
ampton Counties are usually the 
five leaders in potato production. 
However, there are areas in the 
anthracite coal regions, in the 
Northwest of the State and in the 
Northern tier counties, notably 
Potter, w-here potato growing has, 
of recent years, become an ex- 
tremely profitable and important 
branch of agriculture. 

In 1944 the average value of the 
potato crop of Pennsylvania was 
$208.00 an acre. Much of the pro- 
gress made in the growing of this 
crop, in recent years, has been 
due to the efforts of Pennsylvania 
farmers in forming an association 
for the marketing of quality pota- 
toes in standard labeled packages. 
Five mUlion such packages of se- 
lected potatoes were sold this year 
through farmers' 'cooperatives in 
the potato counties. 

Tlie oldest agriculture produc- 
tion group in America is Pennsyl- 
vania's 400 Bushel Potato Club. 
• whose membership of more than 
2,000 is limited to farmers who 
have produced 400 or more bush- 
els on a measured acre. The gold 
keystone worn by the members of 
this group is one of the most 
highly ^prized trophies In Ameri- 
can agritulture.

After Breakthrough 

S/Sgt. Norman D. Southgate, 
27, 402 Maplewood Ave., Nar- 
berth, is missing in action in Bel- 
gium, his family was notified last 
weekend. 

Sgt. Southgate, together with 
three other Lower Merion High 
School graduates, were with the 
hard-hit 106th Infantry Division 
which suffered 8,663 casualties in 
the German breakthrough into 
Belgium. Secretary of War Stimson 
announced the total last weekend 
and said that most of the men 
were believed to be prisoners of 
war. 

Sgt. Southgate, whose father is 
treasurer of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
is married and has a two-year-old 
daughter. His wife, Virginia, and 
their baby live in Florham Park, 
N. J. 

The other men reported miss- 
ing are: 

Cpl. Fred S. Davis, Jr., 21. 432 
Owen Rd., Wynnewood, son of 
Fred S. Davis, who ran on two 
world-record breaking Penn relay 
teams in 1919. 

Sgt. John E. Blair, 21, 12 Bala 
Ave., Bala, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edwin P. Blair, whose son. George. 
25. was killed in the invasion of 
Southern France last August. 

T/Sgt. Thomas E. Montgomery, 
21. 3 West Newfield Way, Cynwyd, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. T. Ewing 
Montgomery. His twin brother, 
Robert H., is with the Air Force 
in Italy. 

On December 15, the day before 
the breakthrough, Sgt. Blair wrote 
his parents that he was in Ger- 
many living in a farmhouse with 
all the comforts of home. The 
division had just moved into the 
sector.

Green American Army In Tunisia Had 
To Learn While Fighting Seasoned Men 

Policy of Dealing With Nazi Agents 
Confused Everyone; Touch of Femininity 
From Nurses Helps Wounded Men.

(Editor's Note): This dispatch was written and first published 
when Pylc was mith the G.I.s at the Algerian front. He is now on his 
way to cover the boys in the Pacific loar zones. 

Oran, Algeria. — Men who bring our convoys from America, some 
of whom have just recently arrived, tell me the people at home don't 
have a correct impression of things over here. 
They say people at home think 



the North African campaign is a 
walkaway and will be over quickly: 
that our losses have been prac- 
tically nil; that the French here 
love us to death, and that all Ger- 
man influence has been cleaned 
out. 

If you think that, it, is because 
we newspapermen here have fail- 
ed at getting the finer points of 
the situation over to you. 

Because this campaign at first 
was as much diplomatic as mili- 
tary, the powers that be didn't 
permit our itchy typewriter fing- 
ers to delve into things interna- 
tionally, which were ticklish 
enough without that. I believe 
misconceptions at home must 
have grown out of some missing 
part of the picture. 

It would be very bad for an- 
other wave of extreme optimism 
to sweep over the United States. 
So maybe I can explain a little 
bit about why things ^iver here, 
though all right for the long 
run, are not all strawberries and 
cream right now. 
In Tunisia, for instance, we 



seem to be stalemated for the 
moment. The reasons are two. 
Our army is a green army, and 
most of our Tunisian troops are 
in actual battle for the first time 
against seasoned troops and com- 
manders. It will take us months 
of fighting to gain the experience 
our enemies start with. 

In the second place, nobody 
knew exactly how much resistance 
the French would put up here, so 
we had to be set for full resis- 
tance. That meant, when the 
French capitulated in three days, 
we had to move Eastward at once, 
or leave the Germans unhamper- 
ed to build a big force in Tunisia. 

So we moved several hundred 
miles and. with the British, be- 
gan fighting. But we simply did- 
n't have enough stuff on hand to 
knock the Germans out instant- 
ly. Nobody is to blame for this. 
I think our army is doing won- 
derfully—both in fighting with 
what we have and In Retting more 
here — but we are fighting an army 
as- tough in spirit as ours, vastly

The Philadelphia Electric Com- 
pany will comply fully with the 
mandatory provisions of the fuel- 
conservation or so-called "brown- 
out" order of the War Production 
Board, effective February 1, and 
will make no claim for exemption 
based on the fact that part of its 
power supply comes from its hy- 
dro generating station at Cono- 
wingo. it was announced by a 
company spokesman. 

The following are prohibited 
uses of lighting: 

1 — Outdoor advertising and out- 
door promotional lighting. 

2 — Outdoor display lighting ex- 
cept where necessary for the con- 
duct of the business of outdoor es- 
tablishments. 

3 — Outdoor decorative and out- 
door ornamental lighting. 

4 — Show window lighting except 
where necessary for interior il- 
lumination. 

5 — Marquee lighting in excess 
of 60 watts for each marquee. 

6 — White way street lighting in 
excess of the amount determined 
by local public authority to be 
necessary for public safety. 

7 — Outdoor sign lighting, except 
for certain directional and identi- 
fication purposes. 

The WPB order provides that 
the electric company inform the 
public of the terms of the order. 
This will be accomplished, the 
spokesman said, through the med- 
ium of display advertisements in 
newspapers, radio announcements, 
contacts with trade associations, 
civic groups and the like. Muni- 
cipalities will be informed by let- 
ter. 

The order also provides that "if 
any electric supplier has knowl- 
edge of a violation of this order, it 
shall inform the person of the 
violation. If the violation is con- 
tinued, the electric supplier shall 
notify the person in writing of the 
specific terms of the order which 
apply and the penalties prescrib- 
ed for violation and shall mail a 
copy of the notice to the district 
office of the War Production 
Board." 

"If the War Production Board 
determines that any person is us- 
ing electricity in violation of this 
order." the official text sets forth, 
"it may direct the electric supplier 
serving such person to disconnect 
service and prescribe the condi- 
tions under which service may be 
reconnected. In addition, any per- 
son who wilfully violates any pro- 
visions of this order, wilfully con- 
ceasl a material fact or furnishes 
false information to any depart- 
ment may be punished by fine or 
imprisonment." 

There are, possibly 100,000 cus- 
tomers of Philadelphia Electric 
Company in a class which may 
have some of the types of lighting 
specificially prohibited.

Refunds Made For 
Price Overcharges 

Complaints Investi- 
gated By Local 
Ration Board 



H. M. Harman. Chairman of the 
Ardmore War Price and Rationing 
Board, called attention this week 
to the increased activity of the 
Price Panel, under the chairman- 
ship of Benjamin V. Ogden. Dur- 
ing the past several weeks many 
refunds of overcharges by local 
merchants have been made to pur- 
chasers who had been overcharg- 
ed. 

Mr. Harman said that all such 
complaints are investigated by 
Price Panel assistants, and if this 
investigation discloses that an 
overcharge has been made, the 
dealer is requested to refund. He 
stated that he was pleased with 
the cooperation of the local mer- 
chants in this respect, and that he 
believed most of them are doing 
their best to maintain proper 
prices. 

Harman called attention to the 
fact that egg prices are constant- 
ly dropping. These prices apply 
to sales by farmers, delivered to 
the door, as well as by retailers.

Same Timid Fears 
Being Expressed,

The same timid fears and ob- 
jections expressed 170 years ago 
against union of the 13 colonies 
are at work against the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks plan, declared Mrs. J. 
Hazen Hardy this week in speak- 
ing for the Haverford Township 
League of Women Voters. 

Mrs. Hardy is chairman of the 
international relations committee 
of the League. 

Decision to conduct an all-out 
campaign for the support of the 
Dumbarton Oaks proposals was 
reached at a recent executive 
meeting of the organization. 

Declared Mrs. Hardy: 

"The National League of Wom- 
en Voters believe that the Organ- 
ization of the United Nations as 
planned at Dumbarton Oaks 
would be a definite, positive step 
in setting up machinery to settle 
disputes by peaceful methods. 
However, it is interesting- to note 
ihat..we ,ar.e. now. hearing exactly, 
almost verbatim, the same timid 
fears and objections expressed to 
the formation of such an inter- 
national organization as were 
heard 170 years ago when the 
thirteen colonies were trying to 
organize for then - mutual bene- 
fit." 

"It is to be hoped that various 
well-meaning groups will not 
amend the plan to death. Would 
it not be wiser for us to get • an 
organization set up and then per- 
fect it gradually as we learn by 
experience what we need just as 
we have done with our own Con- 
stitution?"

Three New Cases Reported This Week; One 
Patient Died Sunday; Drug Store Fountain 
Closed; Officials Say Milk and Water Alright 

Development of three new cases of typhoid fever and 
a complexity of clues as to their source — which led nowheres 
— gave the Lower Merion Board of Health this week one of 
the most baffling medical problems it has ever faced. 

Ten positive cases have been re- 
ported in the Township with one 
death last Sunday morning. There 
is one more case under suspicion. 

Virtually the entire executive 
staff of the Board of Health has 
been working day and night run- 
ning down clues to possible sources 
of infection. 

At a special meeting of the 
Lower Merion Health Board last 
Saturday afternoon the soda 
fountain and food counter of 
Llewellyn's Drug Store on St. 
James Place in North Ardmore 
was ordered closed until employes 
could be examined. The closing 
order, which did hot effect the 
drug or other departments of the 
store, came when health officials 
learned it had been frequented 
by several of those who contracted 
the disease. 

Robert J. Thomas, health offi- 
cer, declared at the beginning of 
the week that investigations and 
analyses made by the Health 
Board- indicated the source of in- 
fection was neither .the milk nor 
the water supply. Most of their 
efforts were now being directed in 
finding a typhoid carrier who 
might have transmitted the dis- 
ease. 

Seven of the cases came from 
Ardmore. two from Bala and one 
from Gladwyne. 

Ages of eight of those infected 
run from 10 to 17 years. The other 
are two young women. 

On Monday William P. Landis, 
president of the Lower Merion 
Health Board, and Dr. George W. 
Grim, milk control officer, issued 
the following statement: 

"The recent occurrence of sev- 
eral cases of typhoid fever in the 
township has raised the question 
of the advisability of the preven- 
tive vaccination. 

"The Board does not feel that 
vaccination is called for at pres- 
ent as there is reason to believe 
that the incidence of the disease 
will be limited to those already in- 
fected at the same time would 
by now have come down with the 
disease. 

"Moreover, vaccination will not 
protect those already exposed, as 
immunity does not develop for 
several weeks. 

"Our investigation was started 
before the first case was conclu- 
sively diagnosed. This investiga- 
tion continues, particularly for 
human carrier. Water and milk 
supplies seem to be above suspic- 
ion." 

The patient who died Sunday 
morning at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital was Francis Heppe.

Twp. Police Get Break in Icy Weather, 
Arrest 7, Seize 1400 Pounds of Sugar 



Lower Morion police, pestered 
by slippery hills and people slid- 
ing into ditches, would have been 
hard put to it to find anything 
good to say about the recent 
weather. 

That is. until Monday. 

On that day. a snowy rut caus- 
ed broken axle on a truck. The 
truck stopped and. as a result, 
the police arrested seven men and 
seized 1400 pounds of rationed 
sugar destined for the illicit liq- 
uor trade. 

Shortly after the truck broke 
down— on the "Three Sisters Hill", 
of Lancaster Pike, near Indian 
Creek Rd.. Overbrook — two Lower 
Merion policemen in a patrol car 
came up and stopped. 

"Delivering food from New 
York," explained one of the two 
men who were inspecting the 
damage to their five-ton truck. 

"What kind?' 'inauired the cops. 
"If it's perishable, maybe we can 
help." 

"Oh. .lust food." said the man. 

The policemen looked into the 
truck and saw 14 100-pound sacks 
of sugar. They took the men to 
and sent another' patrolman to 
stand guard over the sugar. Soon 
after he arrived, a second truck 
with five men in it drove up. 

"Got orders to transfer ,the stuff 
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and deliver it." they told the pa- 
trolman on guard. 

"And I've got orders to watch 
it." retorted the policeman. 

One of the new arrivals tele- 
phoned the police station and ex- 
plained. The five were invited to 
come to the station and discuss 
the matter. This they did, but 
neither they nor the first two 
would say where they got the sug- 
ar. 

At that poipt. the cops called in 
the OPA. and two agents went to 
the station and asked for delivery 
bills and other rationing evidence. 
They pointed out that 1400 pounds 
of sugar represents 280 No. 34 ra- 
tion coupons. /The men didn't 
have the papers, demanded by the 
agents, and the latter called the 
Federal Alcohol Tax Unit. Two 
agents of the Tax Unit shortly 
appeared at the police station and 
took one look at the seven men. 

"Why. these men are bootleg- 
gers from "way back." they ex- 
claimed. "Some of them have been 
in business 20 years." 

So . . . the Tax Unit agents 
confiscated the sugar and the two 
trucks. . . . 

The OPA began checking up on 
sugar thefts. ... 

And tlie seven men were locked 
up in the jail at Ardmore for fur- 
ther investigation.

Our losses in men so far are not 
appalling, by any means, but we 
are losing men. The other day an 
American ship brought the first 
newspaper from home I had seen 
since the occupation, and it said 
only 12 men were lost in taking 
Oran. 

The losses, in fact, were not 
great, but they were a good many 
twelves time 12. 

Wounded to England 

Most of our convalescent 
wounded have been sent to Eng- 
land. Some newly arrived Amer- 
icans feel that, if more of the 
wounded were sent home, it would 
put new grim vigor into the Amer- 
ican people. We aren't the sort 
of people from whom wounded 
men have to be concealed. 

* * * 

The biggest puzzle to us who 
are on the scene is our policy of 
dealing with Axis agents and 
sympathizers in North Africa. 
We have taken into custody 
only the most out-and-out Axis 
agents, such as the German 
armistice missions and a few 
others. That done, we have 
turned the authority of arrest 
baek to the French. 
The procedure is that we inves- 
tigate and they arrest. As it winds 
up, we investigate — period. 

Our policy is still appeasement. 
It stems from what might be call- 
ed the national hodgepodge of 
French emotions. Frenchmen to- 
day think and feel in lots of 'dif- 
ferent directions. We moved soft- 
ly at first, in order to capture as 
many French as French square 
miles. Now that phase is over. We 
are here in full swing. 

We have left in office most of 
the small-fry officials put there 
by the Germans before we came. 
We are permitting fascist socie- 
ties to continue to exist. Actual 
sniping has been stopped, but 
there is still sabotage. 

The loyal French see this and 
wonder what manner of people we 
are. They are used to force, and 
expect us to use it against the 
common enemy, which includes 
the French Nazis. Our enemies 
see it, laugh, and call us soft. 

Both sides are puzzled by a 
country at war which still lets 
enemies run loose to work against 
it. 

* * » 

There are an astonishing 
number of Axis sympathizers 
among the French in North Af- 
rica. Not a majority, of course, 
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but more than you would ima- 
gine. This in itself is a great 
puzzle to me. I can't fathom 
the thought processes of a 
Frenchman who prefers Ger- 
man victory and perpetual dom- 
ination rather than a tempor- 
ary occupation resulting in even- 
tual French freedom. 
But there are such people, and 
they are hindering us, and we over 
here think you folks at home 
should know three things:- 

That the going will be tough 
and probably long before we have 
cleaned up Africa and are ready 
to move to bigger fronts. That 
the French are fundamentally be- 
hind us. but that a strange, illogi- 
cal stratum is against us. And 
that our fundamental policy still 
is one of soft-gloving snakes in 

our midst. 

* * * 

Nurses are Tops 

The American nurses over here 
— and there are lots of them— 
have turned out just as you would 
expect: wonderfully. 

Army doctors, and patients, too, 
are unanimous in their praise for 
them. Doctors tell me that in 
that first rush of casualties they 
were calmer than the men. 

One hospital unit had a nurse 
they were afraid of. She had 
seemed neurotic and hysterical on 
the way down. The head doctor 
detailed another nurse just to 
watch her all through the hectic 
first hours of tending th£ wound- 
ed. But he needn't have. He ad- 
mits now she was the calmest of 
the lot. 

The head of one hospital, a 
colonel who was a soldier in the 
last war, worked in the impro- 
vised hospitals set up at Arzow 
to tend the freshly wounded. 
He says not a soul in the out- 
fit cracked up or got flustered. 
"You're so busy you don't think 
about its being horrible," he says. 
"You aren't yourself. Actually 
you seem to become somebody 
else. And after it's over, you're 
thrilled by it. Gosh, I hope I'b 
not stuck in a base hospital. I 
want to get on to the front." 
» » • 

The Carolina nurses of the eva- 



cuation hospital about which I've 
been writing have taken it like 
soldiers. For the first 10 days 
they had, to live like animals, even 
using open ditches for toilets, but 
they never complained. 

At this tent hospital one nurse 
is always on duty in each tentful 
of 20 men. She had medical or- 
derlies to help her. In bad weath- 
er the nurses wear army overalls. 

But Lieut. Col. Rollin Bauch- 
spies, the hospital commandant, 
wants them to put on dresses once 
in a while, for he says the effect 
on the men is astounding. 

The touch of femininity, the 
knowledge that a woman is 
around, gives a wounded man 
courage and confidence and a 
feeling of security. And the more 
feminine she looks, the better. 

Only about 100 of the hospi- 
tal's 700 patients are wounded 
men. The others are just sick with 
ordinary things, such as flu, ap- 
pendicitis, sprains. They've got 
a whole tentful of mumps, and 
a few cases of malaria and dys- 



entery. 

At the far end of the hospital, 
behind an evil-looking barricade 
of barbed wire, is what Colonel 
Bauchspies calls "Casanova park," 
Back theve are 150 soldiers with , 
venereal disease, 

"Whafs the barked wire for?" I 
asked. "They wouldn't try to get 
out anyhow." 

"It's just to make them feel like 
heels." the colonel said.

DRAFT GUIDES 

The guides set up by the War Manpower Commission for Selective 
Service in inducting men in the 26 through 29 age group make a nice 
difference between the "essential" industrial employment and that 
which is considered as "critical" to the war production program. 
Most smaller communities (excepting mining and specialized manu- 
facturing towns) which are closely related to their agricultural areas, 
will find that most of the men in the affected age group fall in the 
category of "essential" employment when they work in such fields 
as the following: 

Agricultural Services: Commercial poultry hatcheries, seed pro- 
cessing, animal breeding? crop disease protection services, initial pro- 
cessing services of compressing, threshing, cleaning, shelling, curing 
and the like, irrigation services, farm repair and maintenance ser- 
vices, farm product assembly services, custom grist milling and ice 
harvesting. No "critical" employment is listed under the WMC guide 
for agricultural services. The production of packaging materials for 
shipping and preserving essential products is also listed as an essen- 
tial class of employment. 

In the category of "critical" employment, as it may affect the 
draft status of citizens of non-industrial smaller towns, is listed such 
work as the repair of automobiles, busses, trucks, tractors and farm 
equipment. However, it is intended that in the category of repair 
services consideration be given only to individuals qualified to render 
all-round repair services on the types of equipment included in the 
essential list. ' Types of repair service other than the above are 
deemed "essential." 

In the field of health and welfare services the critical classifica- 
tion is applied to physicians, surgeons, dentists, oculists, osteopaths, 
sanitary engineers, veterinarians engaged in farm live stock treat- 
ment, medical, dental and optical laboratories, pharmaceutical ser- 
vices, hospitals, nursing services, and institutional care. Into the 
"essential" class go mortuary services, auxiliary civilian welfare ser- 
vices to the armed forces, welfare services to civilians, church activi- 
ties, accident and fire prevention services and structural pest control 
services. Only educational service considered critical is the United 
States Maritime Service Training Program; most others are listed 
as essential services. 

In the forestry and lumbering fields the only critical classifica- 
tions are those of timber tracts and logging camps, cutting of pulp- 
wood, wood for tanning extract, sawmills, veneer and planing and 
plywood mills. 

Substantially, the guide system set up by WMC, which is in ac- 
cordance with the directive to Selective Service by the Director of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion, James F. Byrnes, reflects the 
intensified demands on American resources of men and materials to 
wage the war, and the fact that the past years of war have absorbed 
the more readily available resources.
